WHAT  EVER  HAPPENED  TO  THE 
GIRL  THAT  WAS,  Rosalie  Sorrels. 
PAPAMOUNTP4S-6072 

First  off,  let  me  tell  ya  this  album 
knocked  me  over  on  first  hearing.  I've 
known  about  Rosalie  for  awhile  now 
from  her  association  with  the  Northwest 
folk  circuit  and  two  previous  albums. 
The  first  one,  on  Folk-Legacy  was  re- 
corded in  Vermont  and  was  real  simple. 
Just  Rosalie  singing  and  Mitch  Green- 
hill  on  acoustic  guitar,  an  accapella 
number,  a  tune  in  French,  and  a  whole 
bunch  of  Bruce  "Utah"  Phillips  songs. 

The  second,  Travelin  Lady,  was  a  bit 
more  ambitious.  It  was  cut  in  San  Fran- 
cisco for  Sire  records  and  included  Mitch 
Greenhill  on  Acoustic  and  electric  gui- 
tars, Mayne  Smith  or  rhythm  guitar, 
steel  and  dobro,  Michael  Woodward  on 
drums,  Lee  Poundstone  on  bass,  Fiddlin 
Sid  Page,  and  Will  Scarlett  on  harp.  This 
one  was  all  Rosalie's  material  and 
was  solid  throughout  but  all  sounded 
too  similar. 

She  changed  labels  again,  recorded  in 
New  York  with  a  band  consisting  of 
Mitch  Greenhill,  Eric  Kaz,  Dave  Holt, 
Harvey  Brooks,  Dave  Holland  &  Greg 
Thomas  then  added  Bill  Keith,  Ed 
Trichett,  Artie  Traum,  Larry  Pacher 
and  David  Amram.  On  top  of  all  this  she 
chose  Michael  Cuscuna  as  the  producer 
of  the  whole  session.  The  result  is  a 
delicious  blend  of  snow,  salt,  nails 
and  toast. 

The  album  is  full  of  country  movers, 
not  all  fast  tempo  but  smoothly  flowing 
numbers  going  in  a  definite  direction. 
Like  a  lot  of  good  jazz  the  songs  evolve 
from  themselves,  growing  right  until  the 
end  so  they  don't  become  tiring  the  sec- 
ond time  around. 

Each  song  has  its  own  treat.  Larry 
Pacher's  fiddle  solo  on  Joe  Dolce 's  "Hall 
of  Fame"  and  the  chorus  by  Luden  and 
the  Cough  Drops  make  it  one  of  the 
album's  highlights. 

Utah's  "Rock,  Salt  &  Nails"  is  beauti- 
ful. Ed  Trichett  is  one  of  the  best  ham- 
mer dulcimer  players  and  Anu-am's 
pennywhistle  flute  adds  a  mysterious 
mid -Eastern  flavor. 

Rosalie's  own  compositions  are  still 
straight- forward  in  their  honesty.  All 
reflect  a  search  for  and  disappointment 
in  finding  life,  an  old  topic  which  is 
spared  the  triteness  of  over-sentimen- 
tality. In  fact  her  voice  has  the  enjoy- 
able quality  of  being  forceful  and  pretty 
without  being  too  sweet. 

The  album  also  features  a  couple  of 
Gary  White  songs,  "The  Toast"  and  "No- 
body's", the  first  done  accapella,  the 
second  featuring  Amram  on  French 
horn.

The  album  is  a  treat,  one  you  can  en- 
joy between  either  waking  up  to,  going  to 
sleep  by,  or  anytime.  It's  an  overall  suc- 
cess where  musicians,  songs  and  pro- 
ducer team  up  perfectly.

There  are  few  types  of  music  as  de- 
pendent on  a  live  audience  as  blues.  The 
call  and  response  pattern  of  the  music 
and  the  showmanship  of  the  performers 
working  together  feeds  on  the  energy  of 
an  audience.  The  audience  at  the  New- 
port Jazz  and  Blues  Festival  in  New 
York  City  was  ready  this  June  and  got 
treated  to  a  night  that  was  preserved  for 
all  of  us  and  in  fact  came  off  better  on 
record  than  in  Philharmonic  Hall. 

There  were  a  lot  of  Texans  on  stage 
that  night  including  Lloyd  Glenn  (piano) 
from  San  Antonio,  Gatemouth  Brown 
(guitar,  harp)  from  Orange  and  now 
Houston,  Cleanhead  Vinson  (alto  sax) 
another  Houstonian  and  Big  Mama 
Thorton  (vocal)  who  adopted  Houston  as 
her  home  in  1948.  Jay  McShann  also 
jumps  in  on  piano,  Claude  Williams 
does  some  tasty  fiddle,  Arthur  "Big  Boy" 
Crudup.  now  68,  performs  a  solo  guitar 
number.  Muddy  Waters  is  featured  with 
his  Chicago  style  electric  slide  guitar, 
and  B.  B.  King  closes  it  out  with  Lucille 
(the  guitar  not  the  song)  and  the  band. 

The  most  distinctive  element  of  the 
album  is  that  the  personnel  revolved  on 
different  songs  the  whole  night.  The 
stage  was  set  as  a  small  honky  tonk  with 
the  performers  sittin  at  round  tables 
complete  with  red  and  white  checkered 
tablecloths  and  a  bar.  Thru  the  nite  B.  B. 
would  introduce  a  few  performers  up  at 
a  time  to  play  some  licks.  It  was  a  great 
reunion  for  them  and  the  spirit  is  reflect- 
ed on  the  LP. 

The  Blues  is  consistently  good  and  the 
recording  quality  is  excellent.  My  fa- 
vorites are  "Please  Mr.  Nixon",  "Ball 
and  Chain",  "Pine  Top  Boogie  Woogie", 
and  "Back  Door  Blues".
